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I’ll take rail 
crossing row 
to Minister 

MP to act over Network Rail’s decision on closure

MP MATTHEW Hancock will be 
“escalating” concerns over the 
closure of a Newmarket crossing 
to the Transport Minister. 

This comes after Network Rail 
confirmed plans to close the 
Weatherby Level Crossing. 

The company said it does not 
intend to take any more input 
from the public about the clo¬ 
sure. 

Mr Hancock told the News: “I 
can understand residents’ frus¬ 
tration and will continue to cam¬ 
paign for the crossing to remain 
open. 

“I am in discussion with Net¬ 
work Rail and have asked them 
to keep the crossing open. I will 
now speak to the Department of 
Transport. It is a pity that Net-

work Rail are proceeding with 
this closure and am urging them 
to fully consult with residents.” 

Last year, Mr Hancock had an 
on-site meeting at the crossing 
off Cricket Field Road with resi¬ 
dents who fear the closure would 
“split the town in half”. 

The MP said that he would “es¬ 
calate” matters with his contacts 
at the Department of Transport 
if the rail company submitted its 
plans. 

A Network Rail spokesperson 
said: “We understand the con¬ 
cerns of local residents, but we 
do intend to submit this closure 
as part of our Transport and 
Works Act Order for level cross¬ 
ing closures in Suffolk. 


“We held two rounds of formal 
consultation with the public in 
June and October where we gath¬ 
ered feedback from residents and 
stakeholders and this informa¬ 
tion has informed our decision. 

“The public consultation 
closed in November. 

“We intend to submit the or¬ 
der to the Secretary of State in 
March and up until that point we 
will continue to have discussions 
with the MP and councils about 
alternative solutions. 

“Network Rail is committed to 
improving safety and efficiency 
at level crossings, as part of its 
Railway Upgrade Plan, so that it 
is better able to meet the increas¬ 
ing demand for rail travel across 
the region.” 

A decision from the Depart¬ 
ment of Transport about the 
crossing’s closure will not be 
made until 2018.

Thieves steal 
coin machines

TWO ticketing machines 
were stolen from a car park 
before a vehicle linked to the 
incident was found on fire. 

Police were called to 
Church Lane in Newmarket 
just after midnight on Sat¬ 
urday following reports a 
stolen white Volvo had been 
used to remove two coin 
machines, which contained 
£72. 

The vehicle was later 
found ablaze in Newmar¬ 
ket Road, Bottisham, at 
12.55am. 

The car park, owned by 
Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil, needs replacement 
machines, which will cost 
“thousands of pounds”. 

A council spokesman told 
the News: “The incident was 
caught on CCTV The amount 
that the thieves escaped 
with was around £72, as the 
machines had been emptied 
the previous evening. 

“The cost of clean-up 
and installation of new 
machines will, however, run 
into thousands of pounds 
and we are working to get a 
new ticket machine in place 
as soon as possible. 

“We expect this to be 
up and running by today. 
Until then charging at this 
car park has been suspend¬ 
ed.” 

A Cambridgeshire Fire 
and Rescue Service spokes¬ 
man said: “Crews from 
Cambridge were called to 
a car fire on the A1303 at 
Bottisham. 


“Firefighters wearing 
breathing apparatus used a 
hose reel to extinguish the 
fire and returned to their 
station by 2.08am. Cause of 
the fire was unknown.” 

A Suffolk police spokes¬ 
man said: “We received a 
report just after midnight 
reporting the theft of two car 
park ticketing machines in 
Church Lane, Newmarket. 

“There were reports that 
a vehicle had been used to 
remove the two machines, 
which were taken from the 
location in a vehicle be¬ 


lieved to be stolen. 

“The vehicle was found at 
a later time by the fire ser¬ 
vice in a burned out state 
in Newmarket Road, Bot¬ 
tisham. 

“The vehicle is described 
as a white Volvo and is of L 
registration. So we would 
be interested in speaking to 
anyone who saw any sus¬ 
picious activity involving 
a white Volvo, or vehicle 
of similar description, in 
Church Lane, Newmarket, 
or Newmarket Road, Bot¬ 
tisham, on 101.”

Injured jockey Tyiicki backs 
plans for new rehab centre

NEWMARKET jockey Freddy Tyl- 
icki has backed plans for a new £6 
million rehabilitation centre in the 
town. 

This comes after The Injured jock¬ 
eys Fund (IJF) proposed plans for 
Peter O’Sullevan House last year, in¬ 
volving a new fitness and rehabilita¬ 
tion centre for injured jockeys. 

The fitness and rehabilitation 
centre plans for the British Racing 
School in Snailwell Road, include 
a gymnasium, a hydrotherapy pool 
and a simulator. 

If approved by East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire District Council, it will be the IjF’s 
third centre. 

Freddy, who was left partly para¬ 
lysed after a horseracing accident 
last year, told the News: “ [A rehabili¬ 
tation centre in Newmarket] would 
be absolutely amazing. 

“Oaksey House is already doing 
an amazing job and also jack Berry 
House, which are very busy places. 

“People love going there and the 
best of care is offered which is obvi¬ 


ously very important for people to 
get well again. 

“Riding horses takes a certain 
amount of risk, people will get in¬ 
jured and it will be great to have it 
around - I'm sure everyone would 
welcome it with open arms.” 

It would contain four treatment 
rooms, a gymnasium with fitness 
equipment, a simulator room, a 
training room, a soft gym, a gym 
treatment room, as well as a li¬ 
brary and a hydrotherapy pool with 
changing rooms. 

It would also house the Injured 
jockeys Fund head office, which 
would have a conference room, an 
office, a meeting/reading room, a 
staff room and a rehab office. 

It is estimated that the cost of the 
facilities would be around £6 mil¬ 
lion. 

Lisa Hancock, CEO of the Injured 
jockeys Fund, said: “It will be our 
third and final investment of this 
scale and the facility on this scale, 
and for Newmarket I think it will be 
absolutely fantastic. 

“We look forward to receiving a 
notification that could be in Febru¬ 
ary or early March and hope to get 


everything in order by October this 
year.” 

On Freddy’s comments, she said: 
“That’s exactly what we’re looking to 
deliver, with jockeys of every scale 
of injury, we’re hoping to offer eve¬ 
ry scale of advice - we’re looking to 
become an expert in our field and I 
think we’re quite well positioned to 
do that.” 

The centre was named after Sir 
Peter O’Sullevan after the IJF project 
was given a substantial grant from 
The Peter O’Sullevan Charitable 
Trust, which was set up 20-years-ago 
to raise funds for racing. 

Sir Peter O’Sullevan, who died in 
2015, was a commentator and jour¬ 
nalist affectionately known as the 
Voice of racing’. 

Nigel Payne, on behalf of the trus¬ 
tees of the Peter O’Sullevan Chari¬ 
table Trust, said: “Peter would be 
delighted and immensely proud to 
have the Injured jockeys Fund New¬ 
market Centre named after him, 
alongside the respective Oaksey and 
jack Berry Houses.” 

Peter O’Sullevan House is expect¬ 
ed to fully open in 2018, subject to 
approval from the local authority.

TVader is fined 
over horseboxes 


A TRADER has been given 
a 10-month suspended jail 
sentence and fined £10,000 
after selling horseboxes with 
altered mileage. 

lean Luc Guillambert, 66, 
of Heasman Close, Newmar¬ 
ket, pleaded guilty at Ipswich 
Magistrates Court in Decem¬ 
ber to the charges, which 
relate to five separate horse¬ 
boxes. There were 11 offenc¬ 
es of misleading actions. 

This is not the first time 
Guillambert has been fined. 
In 2007, he and his wife 
were ordered to pay nearly 
£19,000 by magistrates af¬ 
ter selling a horsebox with 
a false description of how 
many horses it could hold. 

Cllr Matthew Hicks, Suf¬ 
folk County Council’s cabi¬ 
net member for Environ¬ 
ment and Public Protection, 
said: “Many horseboxes are 
converted from ex-commer¬ 
cial vehicles. 

“While many of these are 
well maintained with regular 
servicing, it is possible that 
some may not have been. 
Consumers should ask de¬ 
tails of the history of the ve¬ 
hicle - is it an ex-commercial 
vehicle? Do they have any

servicing information to go 
with it? And has the seller 
done checks on the mileage 
history?” 

Suffolk Trading Standards 
received a complaint about 
a horse lorry that had been 
sold with 56,000 miles on the 
odometer which was sup¬ 
ported by an MOT certificate. 

But nearly a year later, the 
consumer found at an MOT 
that the mileage history indi¬ 
cated at least 125,000 miles 
and that the MOT certificate 
had been altered. 

After executing a war¬ 
rant at Guillambert’s home 
address, Suffolk Trading 
Standards officers obtained 
evidence of more horseboxes 
sold with altered mileages 
and/or altered MOT certifi¬ 
cates. 

Trading Standards officers 
worked in conjunction with 
officers at the Driver and 
Vehicle Standards Agency to 
look at the true MOT histo¬ 
ries of the vehicles, as well 
as with Suffolk police, to ex¬ 
ecute the warrant. 


Cllr Hicks added: “Con¬ 
sumers should also carry out 
checks independently such 
as HPI checks, which will in¬ 
dicate if there is finance out¬ 
standing or whether it has 
been stolen. This check may 
also flag up any mileage dis¬ 
crepancies. 

“Consumers can also 
check the MOT history of 
the vehicle on www.gov.uk 
by putting in the registration 
number and make. This will 
give details of when MOTs 
have been done and what 
mileages have been recorded 
at the time.” 

Altering the mileage of 
horseboxes lead to a num¬ 
ber of issues for consum¬ 
ers. Firstly, the cost - it is 
more expensive than the 
true value of the vehicle. 
Secondly, when the vehicle 
was serviced they would not 
be aware that it potentially 
needed new parts that would 
not be expected of a vehicle 
of lower mileage. 

Lastly, some horse insur¬ 
ance policies may factor the 
mileage of the vehicle into 
insurance quotes which 
could lead to difficulties in 
the event of a claim.

I AM a bit worried that Matt Hancock 
thinks that millions flock to Newmarket 
for entertainment and even more 
worried that he might be planning even 
bigger invasions. 

It's bad enough at the Clock Tower 
when Kylie, Jules and others visit us, 
Madness at times and Status Quo.

Crash pilot ‘did not report 
problems with fighter jet’

A US jet pilot who died in a 
crash near Ely did not report 
problems with his aircraft 
over fears it would delay his 
colleagues, an investigation 
has found. 

Major Taj Sareen died 
when his FA-18 Hornet jet 
came down on October 21, 
2015. 

A part-time photographer 
unknowingly captured the 
last heart-wrenching photo 
(right) of the pilot waving 
and smiling during take off- 
the day before he died. 

An accident investiga¬ 
tion report has now revealed 
there was evidence his navi¬ 
gation system was “not 100 
per cent”. 

The 34-year-old told col¬ 
leagues about the issues but 
did not tell the maintenance 
team, the report said. 

The fighter plane, flown 
solo by Maj Sareen, crashed 
at Temple Farm in Redmere, 
shortly after taking off from 
RAF Fakenheath. 

In the report, the author 
said a combination of “stress 
from wanting to get home” 
and “stress of not wanting 
to be the reason for an addi¬ 
tional delay” led him to keep 
the issue from engineers. 

Maj Sareen, from Califor¬ 
nia, US, was returning home 
from a six-month tour fight¬ 
ing so-called Islamic State in 
Iraq and Syria when the acci¬ 
dent happened. 

The F/A-18 Hornet was 
based with the Marine Attack 


Fighter Squadron 232 sta¬ 
tioned in California - known 
as the Red Devils. 

The report said: “The bet¬ 
ter decision would have been 
to debrief maintenance con¬ 
trol about the problem and 
let them troubleshoot the 
aircraft.” 

At RAF Fakenheath Maj 
Sareen was asked whether he 
had any issues with his jet. 

He responded, the report 
states, by saying: “The iner¬ 
tial navigation system, but it 
is good.” 

When the maintenance 
controller tried to find what 
exactly was wrong, Maj Sa¬ 
reen replied: “Don’t worry 
about it, the jet is good.” 

The report also found the 
weather on the day Maj Sa¬ 
reen died had a “major im¬ 
pact” by forcing him to use 
his standby flight instru¬ 
ments. 

“If the weather conditions 
had been clear,” the report’s 
author said, “I believe Maj Sa¬ 
reen would have been able to 
adequately deal with the sys¬ 
tem problems/failure modes 
of the INS (inertial naviga¬ 
tion system) and would have 
been able to avoid impact 
into the ground.” 

A day before the crash 
part-time photographer 
Matthew Varley took the pic¬ 
ture of Maj Sareen at RAF 
Fakeheath. 

He said it was “heart 
wrenching” to realise it was 
the last known image of the 
pilot. 

Speaking at the time, the 
plumber said: “There were 
four aircraft on the day and 
he was the only pilot to take

Town allotment raided by thieves 


AN ALLOTMENT was raided 
in Newmarket on Saturday 
morning and thousands of 
pounds worth of items were 
stolen. 

A total of 40 sheds at the 
allotment in Field Terrace 
Road were affected. 

Owners believe the break- 
in was "organised by a gang". 

The items that were stolen 
include lawn mowers, electric 
drills, strimmers, chainsaws, 
and a pot belly stove. 

Ray Shaw, the allotment 
manager, told the News: 

"I'm gutted. A lot of people 
are so dismayed. Around 40 
allotment sheds were broken 
into. There must have been 
at least four to six people 
involved. They must have 
been here for around two and 
a half hours at their leisure to 
break into everything. 

"We think it was a gang, 
we think they had a van. 

We found a cut fence at the

back, which leads into a car 
park. We haven't ascertained 
whether the allotment was 
locked or not, or whether 
someone has given the lock 
combination away to the 
gates. 

"It was obviously well 
planned, and they were 
walking around here as if 
it was a Sunday afternoon 
picnic. All together, they've 


probably taken around three 
grands' worth of stuff." 

A Suffolk police 
spokesperson said: "We 
had a report on Saturday, 
February 4, at 10.30am by a 
member of the public.

COUNCIL 

Council tax set 
to rise by 3.6pc 


FOREST Heath District 
Council will be considering a 
3.6 per cent increase in coun¬ 
cil tax next week. 

The district council’s cabi¬ 
net on Tuesday will consider 
recommending a rise of £4.95 
per year, which will raise 
£87,000. 

This would make For¬ 
est Heath’s total tax bill for a 
Band D home £142.38. 

The council will also be 
looking to invest £56 million 
of capital over the next four 
years to create more income. 

Cllr James Waters, leader of 
the district council, said: “For 
the past seven years Forest 
Heath has frozen our share 
of council tax but this year we 
are looking to put just over 
40p a month more on your 
bill so we can continue to in¬ 
vest in your local communi¬ 
ties. 

“This year we are getting 
even less from government 
and that pattern will con¬ 
tinue. We know that creating

jobs, providing homes and 
building strong communi¬ 
ties are important to you and 
while we welcome the gov¬ 
ernment giving us more re¬ 
sponsibility for local services, 
it does mean we need more 
local funding.” 

Forest Heath states that the 
government ended its grant 
used to make council tax 
freezes. 

The government also re¬ 
moved its revenue support 
grant of £2.5 million, which 
will be zero in 2020. 

Forest Heath’s share of the 
council tax bill works out 
at around 9 per cent, with 
around 74.5 per cent going to 
Suffolk County Council, 11.1 
per cent to the police and 5.4 
per cent to parishes. 

Cllr Stephen Edwards, cab¬ 
inet member for resources, 
said: “We have to become 
more self-sufficient and one 


way to do that is to create 
more income locally which 
we can then invest in ser¬ 
vices. We are looking to invest 
significant sums in a range 
of projects over the next few 
years which will raise that 
income, cut costs wherever 
possible and work together 
with our communities to 
provide the services they re¬ 
ally value. Breaking a seven- 
year habit of frozen council 
tax isn’t an easy decision, but 
we hope people feel that the 
small amount will be worth it 
for their local services.” 

The council’s investments 
include £500,000 in Omar 
Homes, in Brandon, helping 
to safeguard 355 jobs, and 
£14.4 million in a solar farm 
near Lakenheath, generat¬ 
ing electricity and £300,000 
yearly income.

Town rangers in 
bid to improve area 


NEWMARKET’S new town rangers 
have already started work to tackle 
anti-social behaviour, improve sig¬ 
nage and provide tourist informa¬ 
tion. 

Ed Vince and Christopher Gowing 
have been taken on by the town’s 
Business Improvement District 
(BID) to initially act as “friendly fac¬ 
es” and to deter criminal activity 

Ed, who joined the BID in Janu¬ 
ary, told the News: “I am delighted to 
have come to such a welcoming and 
positive town. 

“My role is to develop the BID’s 
business crime intelligence initia¬ 
tive, which I think is going to be a 
very beneficial system for retailers 
and restaurants to get involved with, 
so that we can support those mem¬ 
bers who have regular anti-social 
behaviour issues within their stores. 

“I am also looking into how we can 
improve signage within the town - 
particularly from the train station 
- and developing the ‘tourist infor¬ 
mation’ offer during the town’s peak 
months.” 

Christopher, who was involved in 
setting up the ranger service in Ip¬ 
swich, said: “I joined in December 
and my role has been to support the 
BID with initial engagement with all 
businesses and event delivery.

“Having met with many open- 
door businesses during the past two 
months, I would just like to say thank 
you very much indeed for making 
me feel so welcome.

The two rangers will be wearing 
their blue BID uniforms and will be 
working from 9am to 5pm, Monday 
to Saturday. 

Town councillor and BID member 
Chris O’Neill told the News: “I think 
they’ll be great. 

“I look at the Cambridge model 
and see that they’ve got town guides, 
assisting people and being instantly 
recognisable. For instance, if paint 
was spilt outside a shop, they would 
clear it up and the shop owners 
wouldn’t have to do it. 

“I know they use a computer pro¬ 
gramme and it tracks them, so they 
have to cover a certain amount of 
miles in a day. 

“They’ll be very valuable. And I 
know there’s talk of training them up 


with similar skills to a PCSO.” 

Graham Philpot, Newmarket BID 
manager, told the News: “They’re 
there to be a welcoming meet and 
greet type of person, so if someone 
comes off the train or in the town, 
they’re the first point of call so that 
they can direct them somewhere. 

They’ll also be people that are 
committed to Newmarket, which is 
important to us. 

“They’ll also provide a security 
presence in the sense that they’ll be 
managing our business crime initia¬ 
tive. 

“They’re essentially about mak¬ 
ing people happy in Newmarket and 
proud. They could also be someone 
to lean on for support if needed, 
and equally tourists could get a map 
from them too.” 

The BID, which was established in 
July last year, represents 350 brands 
and organisations. Its projects and 
services are described as an addi¬ 
tion to - not in place of - those al¬ 
ready provided by the Newmarket 
Town Council.

Appeal to help 
save poor Fella 


THE owner of a celebrity pig 
with inoperable cancer has 
started a crowdfunding web 
page to pay for his chemo¬ 
therapy 

Wildboar cross Fella 
gained 14,000 Facebook fol¬ 
lowers when he was rescued 
by Emily Keates, of Soham, 
from an Essex sausage farm 
three years. 

Last month vets at the 
Cambridge University’s Vet¬ 
erinary School discovered 
tumours all over his abdo¬ 
men and biopsy results con¬ 
firmed the worst - he has 
terminal cancer. 

Despite being initially told 
only one drug is permitted 
for pigs used as livestock, 
Emily has not given up hope 
and managed to gain access 
to a broader range of treat¬ 
ments. 

“I have signed an official 
document to state that Fella 
is a ‘pet’ pig and will never 
enter the food chain,” she 
said. 

“This means that all 
chemotherapy options are

available to him, which is 
not the case for other pigs. 

“The chemotherapy has 
not yet been priced seeing 
as he hasn’t been diagnosed 
however, I am raising mon¬ 
ey in anticipation of this 
so there isn’t a delay in his 
treatment.” 

The first £950 will be used 
to pay for a camera biopsy to 
help vets diagnose the strain 
of the disease and how to 
best treat Fella. 

Emily first noticed some¬ 
thing was wrong when Fella 
started losing his hair in No¬ 
vember, but it was only last 
month she thought some¬ 
thing seemed amiss because 
he had lost two stone. 

Since then the financial 
administrator has been 
working from home so her 
pet can sit by the radiator, 
where she can watch him 
from the sofa. 

She believes her house 


pig, who has attended 
events hosted by PETA UK 
has much more left to give 
as an advocate for animal 
rights. 

Donating £25 toward 
Fella’s treatment a fan from 
Chicago said: “I would give 
more if I could. Love you, 
Fella, and sending you and 
your mom all kinds of heal¬ 
ing love from here in Chi¬ 
cago .” 

Zarah Elliot added: “I’ve 
followed your journey with 
Fella since the beginning 
and I’m so sorry to learn of 
his illness. I hope that you 
manage to find a gentle 
treatment for him . . . I’m 
honestly so sad for him and 
you.” 

Fella lives with two other 
pet pigs, 30 stone pot-belly 
‘Miss Lady’ and another 
wild boar cross, 13 stone 
‘Bobby’, who were rescued 
from a closing down farm in 
Soham.

Library will 
get £10,000 
for makeover

NEWMARKET Library’s racing collec¬ 
tion will be getting a makeover after a 
charity grant of nearly £10,000. 

The racing collection is one of the 
most significant in the country and has 
more than 700 books on the history of 
racing, breeding and bloodstock. 

The Racing Foundation agreed to give 
the grant after the Friends of Newmar¬ 
ket Library applied to update and refur¬ 
bish the collection. 

The grant of £9,850 from the founda¬ 
tion will enable the library to purchase 
new lockable glass shelving, which will 
help to securely store and conserve the 
antiquarian books in the collection. 

It will also help to update leaflets and 
catalogues listing the items in the col¬ 
lection to make it easier for people to 
access information from it. 

A separate room, which currently 
houses the collection, is also in need of 


decoration. This will be repainted using 
some of the locality budget provided by 
county councillor David Hudson. 

Kate Ashton, manager of Newmarket 
Library, said: “We are very grateful to 
the Racing Foundation for this funding 
and also to the Friends of Newmarket 
Library and Cllr Hudson for their sup¬ 
port for this project which we hope will 
make the collection more accessible.” 

Rob Hezel, chief executive of the Rac¬ 
ing Foundation, said: “We are delighted 
to be supporting the refurbishment of 
the racing collection, which is home to a 
unique and impressive range of historic 
publications, reference books and bi¬ 
ographies. The development of a more 
modern facility will raise greater aware¬ 
ness of the collection and increase its 
accessibility. It will help promote the 
cultural richness of horseracing and 
provide a reference resource for those 
keen to learn more.” 

Work on the room will start in late 
March. There will be no access to it for 
two weeks.

BLOSSOM 


T REES are the backbone of 
any garden - and a truly 
powerful presence. They are 
the unchallenged giants of 
horticulture. Planting your 
own sapling and watching it grow 
into a magnificent tree is an amazing 
thing to do. 

You can't beat the tremendous 
sound of their leaves rustling in the 
wind, and their beauty will enhance 
your garden, whatever the season. 

But there are some common 
pitfalls that could see your sapling 
bite the dust before it reaches the sky. 

The best time to plant is between 
October and April, as long as the 
ground is not frozen. Before you get 
your roots into the ground, you need 
to do some careful preparation. 

First off, loosen soil down to as 
deep as the rootball will sit, and do so 
over a wide area to improve the 
drainage post-planting. A square 
metre or so should do the job. 

If soil quality is poor, dig some 
well-rotted compost in. 

Experts no longer advise digging a 
hole, put the tree in and fill with 
compost. Instead, it is better to return 
the original soil that has been 
removed from the hole, because 
compost could compress and make 
the tree sink as it decomposes. 

Your aim is to use some fresh 
compost to create a comfy cushion 
that will be easy and nutritious for 
the new roots to grow into. 

If your planting area is likely to be 
waterlogged over winter, make sure 
you choose a tree that is suitable for 
wet soils, such as birch or willow. 
Otherwise you will need to build a 
small mound for the tree to keep it 
above the water table - or install 
drainage beneath it, which can be a 
headache. 

Don't dig a round planting hole. It 
might sound counterintuitive but a 
square hole has been shown to 
encourage the roots to explore 
outwards far better. 

By loosening the surrounding soil 
prior to planting, you will be giving 
your sapling the best chance. 

The hole should be no deeper than 
the roots but at least three times the 
diameter of the root system. 
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From digging and preparing the hole to watering and giving the sapling protection, it may seem like a 
lot of hard work but it will pay wonderful dividends for your family now and for generations to come 
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Bare-rooted trees should be soaked 
in a bucket of water for at least 30 
minutes before planting. 

Containerised trees should have a 
good watering before being removed 
from the pot. 

Container shrubs may have a 
densely packed rootball. If so, gently 
tease the roots out before planting. 


The top roots should be level with the 
soil surface when you are done. 

With container-bound trees, you 
may need to scrape away the 
compost to find the first flare of roots 
on the tree. Plant level with the 
garden soil. 

For bare-root trees, you should see 
a soil mark on the trunk. This is your 


marker and the tree should go no 
deeper. Planting too deeply reduces 
air movement to the roots and will 
encourage disease. It's a good idea to 
give your new tree some support. 

Hammer your stake in before filling 
the hole - and watch out for the 
roots. An old pair of socks or tights 
makes a great tree tie. 


Then backfill the hole carefully 
trying to avoid creating air pockets 
between roots. Firm in gently, using 
the heel of your boot to avoid 
compacting. 

Now it is in the ground you can 
give yourself a pat on the back. But 
aftercare is equally important. 

If necessary, protect it from deer or 
rabbit damage using purpose-built 
tree guards or chicken wire. Be sure 
to water your sapling well - and 
regularly - after planting it. 

Drought stress is a common killer 
of young trees and by the time you 
can see the effect, the tree is already 
damaged. 

The soil may look damp on top but 
be dry around the roots beneath, so 
be mindful. And it is possible to 
over-water too. If in doubt, dig a 
trowel into the soil and check that it 
has started to dry before watering 
again. 

Greedy weeds, your lawn and other 
plants will intercept the water before 
it gets to your sapling. So keep a 
plant-free circle of around two feet 
from your tree stem in all directions 
- about the size of a hula hoop, which 
is a good way of measuring it. 

Mulch can keep weeds out and 
moisture in but leave about four 
inches clear around the trunk to 
avoid the risk of the bark rotting. 

You may also want to put down 
some weed blocking matting as a 
back-up. 

Check the tree ties in spring and 
autumn to be sure they are not 
constricting the plant. 

After a year or two, you can remove 
the stake and fill in the hole to 
prevent an air pocket. 

Follow these steps and your 
delicate little sapling will turn into a 
mighty garden feature that will last 
through the ages for you and your 
family. 

All in all, it's a beautiful investment 
in your garden and nature.

Q CAN I leave grass clippings on the 
lawn after I mow it?

A THIS does happen, especially in 
some local authority parks and 
playing fields, but it's better not to. 
Grass clippings can clog up the grass 
and prevent rain from getting into the 
soil. Best give your lawn a good rake 
afterwards to remove cuttings and 
moss and aerate the soil. It makes 
brilliant compost but tends to com¬ 
pact, especially if wet. So be sure to 
mix it all into the heap thoroughly.

A IF you really 
want your 
fence to last, make 
it an annual job.

LOVING (12A) 


T HE human heart refuses to be 
constrained by rationality or 
reason. 

We are all slaves to those 10 
ounces of throbbing muscle, 
savouring every flutter of pleasure in the 
knowledge that, inevitably, there will be 
murmurs of pain as we mourn those 
closest to us. 

Loving is a handsomely crafted drama 
about two mild-mannered, yet coura¬ 
geous souls from opposite sides of the 
racial divide in late 1950s Virginia, who 
followed their hearts in strict defiance of 
The Racial Integrity Act, which criminal¬ 
ized interracial marriages in the 
state. 

The unerring devotion of Richard 
Loving to his wife Mildred, in the face of 
fierce opposition from some friends and 
neighbours, led to a landmark 1967 legal 
ruling by the US Supreme Court that 
finally overturned decades of prejudice. 

This remarkable courtroom battle 
against bigotry and bureaucracy provides 
writer-director Jeff Nichols with a deep 
emotional core that compels us to root 
for Richard and Mildred when all hope is 
lost. 


★★★★★ 

Nichols' script draws inspiration 
from Nancy Buirski's celebrated 2011 
documentary The Loving Story and 
invents some peripheral characters for 
the sake of dramatic expediency, 
without weakening the emotional 
wallop of the film's understated final 
act. 

Construction worker Richard Loving 
(Joel Edgerton) falls giddily in love with 
family friend Mildred Jeter (Ruth Negga). 

When she falls pregnant, the couple 
decide to marry. 

Forbidden from consummating their 
relationship in Virginia, Richard and 
Mildred drive to Washington D.C. and 
return home with a marriage licence, 
which they proudly display on the wall of 
their home. 

Sheriff Brooks (Marton Csokas) arrives 
soon after with his deputies and arrests 
the Lovings. 

They are eventually released, but the 
couple must publicly keep their distance. 

“All we got to do is keep to ourselves for 


a while and this'll blow over,'' Richard 
tenderly assures Mildred. 

Alas, his optimism is misplaced and the 
couple narrowly avoids a one-year stint 
behind bars by agreeing that they will 
not return to Virginia together for 25 
years. 

The case eventually attracts the interest 
of American Civil Liberties Union lawyer 
Bernie Cohen (Nick Kroll) and trailblaz- 
ing civil rights lawyer Phil Hirschkop 
(Jon Bass). 

Meanwhile, freelance photographer 
Grey Villet (Michael Shannon) is 
commissioned to capture an intimate 
portrait of the Lovings' home life for 
TIME magazine. 

Loving sensitively recreates a battle for 
justice waged by two quietly spoken 
people, who changed the course of 
history. 

Edgerton is mesmerising as the stoic 
husband, and Oscar nominee Negga is 
similarly radiant as the emotional rock in 
the eye of a legal storm. 

Director Nichols beautifully evokes the 
era, allowing his camera to focus on the 
couple's tribulations against a backdrop 
of meticulous period detail.

Almost two years since Bake Off changed her life, Nadiya Hussain has her fingers in more 
new pies - including a debut novel. She tells to HANNAH STEPHENSON all about it

Hussain has an unusual 
method of managing panic 
attacks. "When I was on 
Bake Off, I used to have an 
elastic band around my wrist and 
used it for shock therapy, where 
you ping the elastic band which 
reminds you of where you are and 
that you'll be fine,” she says.

I remember 
asking one of the researchers to 
find me an elastic band, and after 
that I used to carry spares." 

Nadiya had a panic disorder long 
before appearing on BBCl's The 
Great British Bake Off, she admits. 

"I could just have palpitations 
and feel sick and that could be it, or 
I could feel like I can't breathe any 
more and someone's watching me. 

"That still happens, even to this 
day. It isn't any less of a problem 
than it was. It will always be there. 

"To me, it's like having a monster 
that hangs around with you and is 
always behind you." 

Since winning Bake Off in 2015, 
the 32-year-old mother-of-three 
has presented an acclaimed 
two-part documentary about 
Bangladesh, her parents' homeland 
(last year's The Chronicles Of 
Nadiya), written cookbooks, been a 
guest panellist on Loose Women 
and has just brought out her debut 
novel, The Secret Lives Of The Amir 
Sisters, the first of three. 

She doesn't have the elastic band 
around her wrist any more, but 
says she still wears it now and then. 

"When I did the Queen's 90th 
birthday cake, it was ping, ping, 
ping!" she recalls, smiling. "But my 
kids really helped me. Now, when 
I'm afraid, I think, 'What would you 
tell the kids right now?' 

"When something scares me, 
there's nothing nicer than 
conquering that fear and knowing 
it will never scare you again. I 
welcome fear now." 

Nadiya, recently described as one 
of the most influential people in 
Britain, has moved from Leeds to 
Milton Keynes with her family 
since appearing in the popular 
series, and is now living the dream. 

She still watches Bake Off, and 
can't understand why the fuss 
about its move to Channel 4. 

"It's the most British show you're 
ever going to get on television and 
people have taken to it in such a 
way, they can't cope with the 
change of it moving to 
Channel 4. 

"There are going to 
be adverts and they're 
worried about the 
format changing but 
do you know what; 
what's wrong with 
change? I'll still watch 
it." 

She distances herself 
from the controversy over 
presenters Mel Giedroyc 
and Sue Perkins and judge Mary 
Berry quitting, and the fact fellow 
judge Paul Hollywood has not. 

"It's his choice. He felt that for his 
family and for his life, the right 
thing to do was to move with Bake

Off. What's wrong with that? Good 
for him." 

She says Channel 4 hasn't 
approached her to be a presenter 
or judge in the next series and she's 
too busy to take on that sort of 
commitment at the moment. 

"I'm really enjoying all the things 
I'm doing and I have a really busy 
year planned, so I wouldn't have 
time for them." 

Right now, Nadiya is focusing on 
writing. Her first ghostwritten 
novel, The Secret Lives Of The Amir 
Sisters, is a contemporary story 
about four Muslim sisters of 
Bangladeshi parents, growing up in 
a quaint English village. 

Each has her own problems. 

Fatima is overweight and 
trying to pass her driving 
test; Bubblee is a feisty, 

f rebellious artist who 

wants to get away 
from family tradition; 
i Farah is a put-upon 

fi housewife and Mae is 

II coping with 

burgeoning YouTube 
stardom. 

The problems they face 
are ones many families 
will relate to, regardless 
of religion, although there's an 
emphasis on finding husbands for 
the unmarried sisters. 

"The girls are first-generation 
British, which is something I can 
relate to, and I'm one of four sisters.

"My parents are immigrants. This 
was an opportunity to write a story 
about the things that I grew up 
with, or the things that are quite 
common in a community 
I've grown up in." 

Nadiya grew up in 
Luton in a /I “V. 

Bangladeshi 
community where her 
father ran a chain of 
curry houses. He isn't 
your typical 
Bangladeshi dad, she 
observes. 

"He's very open- 
minded. His attitude is, 
you guys do what you want to do. I 
was the one who didn't fancy 
finding a husband, so I asked my 
dad to do that for me. I thought an 
arranged marriage would be fun." 

At 20, she married IT consultant 
Abdal - the son of a good friend of 
her father's - in a huge Islamic 
ceremony. But she says had she not 
wanted an arranged marriage, her 
parents wouldn't have minded. 

"I'm very lucky - I know arranged 
marriage doesn't always work. 

"I found it strange at first. I'd just 
turned 20.1 think I was a sensible 
20-year-old. I learned in the first 
two or three years of marriage that 
I'm very persistent. I'm a fighter 
and like to make things work." 

Now she's looking to tie the knot 
again, in a different way. 

"I didn't know my husband very

well 12 years ago. I'd like to do it 
because I like him, I love him, and 
I'd like to do it in a way I would 
have done it had I not had an 
arranged marriage.

• know any of them, 

apart from my mum 
and dad and my 
in-laws and my 
husband. 

"I'd want somewhere 
quiet, where you can 
just sit down and eat 
your meal - and I wouldn't bake 
my own cakes!" 

She's writing two more 
cookbooks, has begun work on the 
next novel, and has more TV 
projects on the cards. But, of 
course, she still finds time to bake. 

"Right now, there's a frangipane 
tart, a Christmas cake, ginger 
biscuits, a ginger cake and 
vegetable rolls on my work top. 

"I don't know what I'm going to 
do with any of it," says Nadiya. 

"If my husband's around during 
the day, he'll pack it up, knock on 
neighbours' doors and say, 'Would 
you like some cake?' and even they 
say, 'No, we're all on a diet - leave 
us alone!"'

KATHLEEN COLLINS, 
activist, playwright 
and film-maker, was a 
pioneering black woman deeply 
involved in the American Civil 
Rights Movement, yet whose work 
seemed destined to fade into 
obscurity following her death, aged 
just 46, in 1988. 

Fortunately, in 2015 her film, 
Losing Ground, was rediscovered, 
and hailed as a masterpiece. 

In its wake comes this haunting 
collection of short stories, 
revealing Collins to have been an 
equally gifted and insightful writer. 

Stand-outs Interiors, The Happy 
Family and the title piece are 
devastating tales of family strife, 
disappointing lovers and thwarted 
idealism, all from a candid female 
perspective that's refreshing, even 
to a contemporary reader. 

Central are the difficult 
interracial politics of the era. These 
stories have resurfaced at a time 
when the attitudes of the West 
seem once again at risk of taking a 
crueller turn, and this lends them 
further heartbreaking resonance.

Men are expected 
to act tough, to fight and drink, and 
to find work in the local factory, 
but Eddy finds himself unable to 
live up to the macho values that 
the community and, in particular, 
his father expect of him. 

Increasingly humiliated by the 
possibility that he might be gay, he 
tries to act the "tough guy'', dating 
girls and hiding his shame, but he 
is forever hounded by the abuse of 
both his family and his peers. 

Writing from distance, having 
since left the village behind, Louis 
has produced a critical study of the 
conservatism of small 
communities, and an exploration of 
how we reconcile our individual 
nature with what is expected of us.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


U Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

CD Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

CD Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

CD Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

CD Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move.

T WO family cars have been 
crash tested to mark the 20th 
anniversary of a European safety 
scheme. 

A 1997 Rover 100 and a 201 7 
Honda Jazz were put through a head-on 
collision at 40mph to demonstrate the 
advances in safety since the Euro New 
Car Assessment Programme (NCAP) was 
launched in February 1997. 

Former Formula One boss Max 
Mosley, the first chairman of Euro- 
NCAP, said "thousands of fatalities" 
have been prevented as a result of its 
introduction. 

The Rover had no airbags to protect 
crash test dummies in its passenger 
seats during the test, which destroyed 
the front of the vehicle. 

The model was given a one-star 
rating when it was first tested 20 years 
ago, and was withdrawn from sale just 
months later. 

There was much less damage to the 
modern Honda, which had airbags 
deployed throughout the interior of the 
car. It was rated five stars for safety. 

Thatcham Research, which hosts the 
UK's only Euro-NCAP testing facility 
in Thatcham, Berkshire, said safety 
improvements fuelled by rigorous 
testing have delivered a 63 per cent 
reduction in the number of car 
occupants killed or seriously injured 
each year, from 23,000 in 1997 to 
8,500 in 2015. 

Over the same period the number 
of pedestrians and cyclists killed or 
seriously injured annually has fallen by 
41 per cent, from 14,500 to 8,500. 


Manufacturers initially opposed Euro- 
NCAF) claiming it was too strict and that 
no car could ever achieve a four-star 
rating. 

Today nine out of 10 cars sold in 
Europe hold a Euro-NCAP rating. 

Mr Mosley said: "Twenty years on 
from what started as a controversial 
programme, rejected by manufacturers 
and supposedly aiming for unrealistic 
safety standards, Euro-NCAP is 
now firmly part of the automotive 
mainstream. 

"Thousands of fatalities have been 
prevented, consumer demand for safety 
is high, manufacturers compete on 
safety rating results and vehicle safety 
standards continue to improve." 


AA president Edmund King recalled 
his horror at witnessing a Rover 100 
being tested 20 years ago. 

He told the Press Association: "These 
tests were dramatic. The Rover 100 was 
described as having improved safety 
features - it had side impact bars and 
an optional driver airbag - but my first 
sight of the car after the frontal crash 
test made me shake and feel sick. 

"Even today looking at the pictures of 
the half-squashed Rover makes me feel 
uneasy." 

Mr King said the introduction 
of Euro-NCAP has led to safety 
improvements as significant as those 
brought about by seatbelts and 
breathalysers.

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Wadham is eyeing 
Cheltenham Festival 
for Potters Legend 

FESTIVAL AIM: Potters 
Legend could run in the

Racing 

LUCY Wadham is plotting a trip 
to the Cheltenham Festival with 
Potters Legend. 

The Newmarket handler has 
earmarked the Fulke Walwyn Kim 
Muir Challenge Cup Chase on March 
16 as one of two potential Festival 
options for the seven-year-old. 

The Grade One-placed hurdler 
finished second on his most recent 
visit to Cheltenham when he chased 
home Royal Vacation in a two-mile- 
five-furlong handicap chase late last 
month. 

Wadham said: “I was thrilled with 
that run. He stayed on well and 
his jumping was superb. He only 
missed one fence. 

“I was impressed with the way 
he stayed on and how he handled 
the hustle and bustle as he had 
horses fall in front of him twice. I 
don’t know how Leighton (Aspell) 
managed to keep on. 

“It depends what the handicapper 
does. If he leaves him alone he could 
run in the two-and-a-half-mile nov¬ 
ice chase or he might go for the Kim 
Muir. 

“He will go straight to Cheltenham 
now. You would have to think that 
there is a good one in him.” 

Wadham also issued an upbeat 
report on Le Reve, who is currently 
recovering from a stress fracture 
in his neck following a multiple- 
horse incident at Cheltenham in 
November. 

She added: “Le Reve has just started 
cantering. He looks really well and we 
are really pleased with him. 

“I still hope to have him back 
in time for the bet365 Chase at 
Sandown in April.” 

■ Newmarket trainer William Haggas 
welcomed the announcement that 
the Queen’s Vase at Royal Ascot will 
drop down in distance. 

The historic staying race for 
three-year-olds has been elevated 
from Listed to Group Two class, but 
will from this summer be run over 
a mile and three-quarters instead of 
two miles. 

Haggas said: “The existing trip 
of two miles is a very stiff test for a 
three-year-old in mid-June, whereas 
the slightly reduced distance will 
see the race appeal to a wider pool 
of young horses with potential to be 
high-class stayers of the future. 

“This is the key three-year-old 
staying race in the first half of the 


season and there is good reason to 
make it a real target, rather than 
an afterthought for horses felt to 
perhaps not be good enough to win 
over 12 furlongs.” 

The Qatar Goodwood Cup on 
August 1 has also been upgraded 
to Group One status in the drive 


to enhance the European Pattern 
programme for stayers. 

Trainer Michael Bell has won 
the two-mile race for the last two 
seasons with Big Orange and said: 
“I think this is a very good thing for 
the staying division. It fits in nicely, 
as stayers are short of a Group One 


over two miles at that time of the 
year. 

“It may make it a bit tougher for 
Big Orange to notch a hat-trick, but 
it’s very good news.” 

lohn Gosden said the proposals 
“can only be of benefit to racing and 
to the breed”.

Walden stun 
Mildenhall 

MILDENHALL Town boss Dean 
Greygoose admitted that Saffron 
Walden were deserving winners 
as his Thurlow Nunn League, 
Premier Division leaders suffered 
a 2-1 defeat on Saturday.

Newmarket Town put in a solid 
display to win 2-0 at Hadleigh 
United. 

The Jockeys started in confident 
mood, with Charlie Bowen and 
Austen Diaper going close early on. 

They deservedly went in front 
in the 13th minute when Lewis 
Whitehead took the ball around the 
Hadleigh keeper before squaring to 
Deakan Napier for a simple finish. 

The lead was doubled three 
minutes later when Jack Watson 
crossed for Diaper to fire into the 
bottom corner. 

Hadleigh tried to get back 
into the game in the second half 
but despite an injury to Scott 
Paterson, the Jockeys were largely 
untroubled.
